New ORLEANS, March 25.—Upon the 
statement of Siate Lynch, State 
Treasurer Dablucer and his chief clerk, 
relative to warrants drawn by Auditor 
Wickliffe, and the payment of coupons 
fraudulently issued, the Grand Jury to- 
day found a true bill against the Auditor, 
jor Misdemeanor. 

The fraud appears to have been dis- 
covered in January last, but upon being 
confronted with it, the Auditor refunded 
the amount of the coupons—two thou- 
sand dollars—and no disclosure was msde 
until the 28d iostant—Senator Lynch 
giving as his reason, fears of the effect of 
the exposure on the credit of the State. 

The Auditor vacated his cflice to-day, 
aod the Governor has appointed L. 8.

CRIMINAL INTELLIGENCE. 


‘The Case. 


The Court, consist ng of ’“quires Hall, 
Hill and Griffith, eonyened fcr the pre-| 


liminary examination of k. C. Patter- 
son, charged with being acce:sory to the 
murder of Green Wiison and Neusy 
Dickens, at Big Creek, some six weeks 
ago, assembled yesterday morning, at 
half past nine o’clock, at the office of 
Squire Griffith. The crowd in atiend- 
ance being large, and momentarily ia- 
creasing, the Court adjourued to the Cir- 
cuit courtroom. Here, sfier reorganiz- 
ing, the first witness for the prosecution, 
Robert Humphreys, was called. Mr. 
Hamphreys’ testimony, direc!, aud un- 
der croas examination, is very volumin- 
ouzand consumed the entireday. He, 
it wili be recollected by our readers, was 
the party who was wounded by the first 
fire of the murderers, aad, along with 
Col. Tom Dickens, afterward maile his 
escape. On account of the length of his 
testimony we are only able to give a por- 
tion of it. His statement of how the af- 
fair happened is as follows: 

‘““T was at Dickens’ the night of the 
tragedy. We were at supper; it was 
early in the night aed the moon was 
shining. Thera were at the tabie besi-ies 
myself, Mr. Dickens and Green Wilson. 
The colored woman, Nancy, was wait- 
ing on us. Somebody Knocked at the 
door, and I asked ‘who is there?’ The 
answer was, ‘it’s“Williams.’ I opened 
the door and he fired. I saw two per- 
sons, one of whom I had seen before that 
time. His shot struck me aud I feil into 
the corner of the room. About twelve 
shots were then fired. Both came into 
the door. I was wounded and Dickens 
was the same, in the eye and in the 
arms. Mr. Wilson and the negro wo- 
man were shot and both killsd. The 
lights were put out about thesecond shot. 
l went out the front door. They shot 
two or three times afterI escaped. I 
never heard a word spoke after tne firat 
answer (‘Ti’s Williats,’) * 6 Tbe 
women was in the house when tiie fir- 
ing began. nf * 
I went over to Mr. Prior’s snd to!d him 
what bad bappened. . * I got 
a good view of the manin front of me. 
He was the tallest of the two. I had 
seen him before in town—twice thai I 
know of. I did not see him in the 
Cnuancery Court Room. “The first time 
thatI saw him was with Mr. Taoomp- 
son. The second time he was at Low- 
enetein’s, with Patterson, several days 


vefore the shooting. He was a siranger 


to me. I never heard his name, aud 
have never seen either of the two since. 
They had pistols. I saw another maa

Inhuman Treatment ef Prison- 


the report of the Grand Jcry of the 
Criminal Court, rendered a few days 
since, with the accompanying order of 
the Court: 


of Memphis, upon informstion brought 
before them, have deemed it their duty 
to call the attention of the Court to the 
condition of the prisoners now confined 
In the jail of Shelby county; and from 
examination of the jail made by the 
Grand Jury, which has shown great ne 
giect upon the part of the officers in 
charge, as well as testimony and infor- 
mation communicated to them, they for 
the present—as necessary to the immedi- 
ate relicf of such prisoners—recommend 
tothe Court that tie jailer of Shelby 
county be ordered by the Court to fur- 
nish all prisoners now and hereafter in 
his custody, who are held by process 
from this Court, or by commitment of 
any magistrate for sppearance before 
this Court, the followiug articles: One 
clean bed or mattress, two muslin sheets, 
one piliow, two .muslin pillow-cases, 
which sheets and pillow-caseés shall be 
washed and changed twice a week. 

Toat he also furnish such prisoners 
two mealsof gocd sound bread aud meat 
well cooked each day, with vegetables 
in addition at one of the meals, and 
plenty of good clear water twicea day. 

That he aleo farnish to such prisoners 
as may need them, each, two shirts or 
underrhiris, with two pairs of drawers; 
aod for these latter articles he return the 
bills to the County Commissioners; that 
the said drawera and shirts be washed 
for eech prisouer, 80 ag to enable him to 
chabge the same twice a week; that the 
said jailer furnish the neccessary appara- 
tus for shaving once ® week; keep the 
jail clean, and remove a!l from 
each cvil and other partsof the jail 
every twenty-four hours, 

That the said jailer shall permit no 
such prisoner to have more than one pint 
of whisky every twenty-four hours, 

That male and female prisoners, ex- 
cept husband and wife, shall not be kept 
in the same cell, 

That abundance of wastes paper be fur- 
nished for the comfort and accommoda- 
tion of the prisoners,
